In the said Regulations: 

I. For the existing Regulation 20, the following new

“20. Conditions for Regulation. — Every person applying 
to become a Registered Student shall be required to apply in 
Form T and produce evidence to the satisfaction of the 
Council that he — 

(a) has completed eighteen years of age on the date 
of his application; and 

(b) has passed the Preliminary Examination prescribed 
in this Chapter: 

Provided that a candidate may be admitted as a Register- 
ed Student without being required to pass the Preliminary! 
Examination If he has passed any of the following exami- 
nations and has paid the Preliminary Examination Exemption 
fee a* may be fixed by the Council from time to time : 

fa) A degree examination of a University securing an 
aggregate of not less than 50% of total marks of the 
degree examination; 

(b) An honours degree examination of a University 
securing an aggregate of not less than 50% of 
total marks in the honours subjects; 

(c) A Master degree examination of a University or 
of any of the Indian Institutes of Management;

-(e)- The Final Examination _ of the Institute of Charter- 
ed Accountants of India or England & Wales, or 
Scotland or Ireland or the Final Examination of 
the Institute of Cost aud Management Accoun- 
tants, London, or the Final Examination of the 
Institute of Company Secretaries of India;
